Remarks: 

Cited document 1 discloses that in a connection gateway for different networks, billing 
information is detected and sent to a billing system. 

Then, as disclosed in cited document 2, billing in accordance with the amount of 
conversion or the conversion time when the format is converted is common knowledge, 
and therefore it can be seen that a person skilled in the art could easily carry out billing in 
the system disclosed in cited document 1 on the basis of conversion processing information 
including either of at least the conversion time or the amount of data to be converted. 

Furthermore, the conversion of voice signals and image signals is disclosed in cited 
document 3 (see the disclosure of [14] on page 5, for example), and the conversion of call 
processing signals is disclosed in cited document 4 (see paragraph 3.3), and no 
distinguishing point can be seen in selecting the required format conversion in accordance 
with the network configuration to be applied. 

Furthermore, carrying out billing after a connection has been established is routine in 
billing over the telephone network.
